On Thursday, the Idaho Supreme Court 
heard oral arguments on Jaimi Charboncau's 
appeal of his 1666 death sentence. It’a the first 
step in what could' bo a long series of legal 
' moves befon Charboncau's case ends either in 
Ins ddath*freedom or a different jeotencc. 

. "You don’t mess arobnd with death penalty 
. cases," Fuller said. They’re very serious. You 
do not.miss anytfaing.'You do not leave any 


leaf unturned.’ 

"I really feel that wc provide a public de- 
fender through the trial process, but I'm not 
certain it should be entirely tha-rasponsibility- 
of the taxpayers to fund the appeals process,* 
said Jerome County Commissioner Cari Mont* 
gomery. 

ChariKincau. was convicted of nrst-degreo 
murder in the July 1. 1984, death of his former 
wife. Marilyn Arbaugh. Her body was found 
riddled with .22-caliber bullets at her Jerome 
County ranch. 

Some people aren't excited about defending 
the civil rimta of the 27-vear-old CTarboneau 
aRer he was convicted of gunning his former 
wife to death.

Let's shift INEL 
priorities from arms 

As it was last winter, the Magic Valley once again lost week was the 
focus of intense discusdon of proposals by the Department of Energy 
for development of nuclear facilities and proje^ at the Idaho Nation- 
al Engineering Laboratory. 

Once again, the public comment has been heavy and lopsided; a 
targe majority of speakers do not favor future projects at t^ site, at 
least until the department begins to clean tip tons of nuclear and chem- 
ical waste which has been dumped there. 

. During the lost two yean, we have tried to keep an open mind about 
the department's proposals, but we are increasingly convinced that the 
proposals are scrioudy flawed and the facilities, if built, would nega- 
tively impact the valley .'particularly its water supply. 

Here is where we stand todky: 

* I'he Special Isotope Separaidr'|irdpbS^Td!‘~INEL~l0Okrtnereos- 
ingly like a dead project. There arc not enough safeguards to asaurc it 
can be built and operated in an envirorunentally safe faslnon. For 
those reasons, wc oppose it. 

- ■ The dumping of nuclear and tone waste at the INEL site must 
end. The INEL site, which sits over our Snake River Aguifer water 
supply and wluch is near a major earthquake fault, is simply too dan- 
gerous a place to store such nuclear and chemical by-products. 

Gov. Grcil Andrus was correct, in our view, to tell Uic Department 
of Energy that Idaho would no longer accept the waste. It is a position 
which should have been taken long ago. 

How valuable will our agriculture and tourism be if Idaho becomes 
known as the nuclear and toxic waste dump of the nation? Who in

County residents run into problems at voting booths

TWIN F^LLS — Reed and Diana TUcker 
have voted at the same prednet for the past 
13 years, but because of an error left uncor- 
Tccted for 10 years, lost week they were 
^turned away at tho voting booth. 

; "We take great pride in voting," Reed 'dick- 
er said. "Wc haven’t missed voting'sjnce wc 
werelB.” 

Tho Ibckcrs were among as many os a 
dozen Twin Falls County voters who were 
turned away for various reasons last week, 
•according-tfl- County.. Clerk. Richard Ponce. 
The problems point out the complexities of 
shepnerding 22,000 voters through the polls 
• in a single day — and the importance of mak- 
ing sure you're registered properly, he said. 

In 1978, when the llickcrB moved from 416 
Buckingham Drive, in Precinct 14, to High- 


.lawnDrive,in. Prcdnct 21, the law. soys .they ., 
should have refegiitered. But they didn't 
Inslrml. at rlrrtinn in thr nnrt 
decade. Precinct 14 poll worken allowed 
them to vote and promised to switch their 
names to Precinct 21 by thO' next election. 
That never happened. 

After this year's primary, however, half the 
job got done. The Ibdicre' names were taken 
off the Precinct 14 n^stration book, but not 
added to the Prednet 21 book — which can 
only be done'through rore^stering. 

"ITtey. should never have had the right to 
vote (during the 10 years)," Pence said. "It's 
against the law." 

■ Despite the unadvised leniency orpost'poll ' 
workers, the county was obligatixl to live by 
tho loUer of tho law this year.

The Ibckcrs' problem was regrettable but

Election offictals are receptive to new ideas 
for making voting — which he called "the 
most Important Constitutional right we 
have’ — more aocesrible, he said.
